That night I 
went to a jeyreler. Sold it for six hundred d«l- 



(ars. He soid ii was a perfect stone. Did I hove 
any more? ! lold him, maybe. The next day 
this JeH Toylor comes bock fo my boaf. Char- 
ters it ogoin. Tells me i-f I keep my mouth shul ! 
can hove fifty thousand dollars. 1 was willing. 
But later he teik me he will give me that much 
in diamonds, 1 have to give him some cosh. So 
the, next thing I know is I tell him it is odeal. 
We took a run out again to the some place. 
He just looked around. Next day I went to the 
bank. Took out five thousand doliori and he 
gave me a lot of diomonds in return. Only iViey 
were paste! Not worth more than sixty dollars 
in all. Was I the fish!" 

"You can ask Captain 0:t any questions you 
wish, Mr. Huston," said the famous rack»t 
buster.
